Senater Hoar Bays It's Useless to Multiply
Panishments

—

M'COMAS ADVOCATES THE DEATH PENALTY

Prestdent Frye Names Senate Com-
mittee an MoeKinley Memorinl and
Upper Honse Takes Recens
Untll Monday,

WASHINGTON, Deec. 0H.—Benator Me-
Comnx of Maryland made an extended and
carefully prepared speech In the senate
todny with anarchy for his theme and was
followed by some brief remarks by Mr.
Hoar of Massachusetts on the dificulties in
the way of dealing with anarchist assas-
sins.  Mr. MeComnas' remarks showed care-
ful examination of the legal authorities,

He maintnined that congress had full
power under the constitution to enact n
law punishing with death any person kill-
Ing & president or assaulting the president
with intent to kill, or alding, Inciting or
procuring such an act. Me favoreq rigid
provislous in the Immigration laws for the
deportation of allen anarchists. Much of
the speech was devoted to an explanation
of the dangerous doctrines of anarchy and
the extent to which these doctrines had
been propogated within recent years,

Banishment an & Care,

Senator Hoar's remarks were Interesting
a8 coming from the venerable chnairman of
the judiclary committes, which will have
much to do with the traming of any leglala-
tlon on this subject. He sald the diMm-
culty wus that assassing of Kkings and
rulers always gloried In thelr crimes and
were in nowlse deterred by the fear of
pyniehment.  For this remson he thought
It was almost useless to multiply punish-
ments, The most effective romedy, he sug-
gosted, would be to have the elvilized na-
tlong of the world agres upon some deso-
Iate spot on the earth’s surface, to which
afll anarchists who upheld assassination or
the overthrow of government should be
transported,

In such a community the anarchist could
carry out his theories of lving without a
government and the world would be rid
of his presence,

Senator McComae eald:

Within seven years President (Carnot,
Prime Minister Canovas del Castilleo, the
ompress of Austrin, King Humbert and
President MoKinley have been foully ns-
sassinnted by anarchists. Our homes are
atill under the shadow of national grief tor
our best heloved president and the heart of
the world I« with ug In our sorrow, It Is
humilinting to consider how Impotent are
our federal laws to punish this fearful
erime

These tragle assassinations In Adlfferent
countries, widely geparated, In so short a
time, show that this hldeous crime of
anarchy 1= Increasing, To abnormnl minds,
possessed with the Impulse to homiclde,
envy and vanity, give a pecullar fascination
to the ldea of the assassination of a king
aor a president,

Congress must leglsiate agalnet this new
peril with cournge, with firmness, but also
with conservatism and prudence. The con.
atitutlon permite congress to enact n law
to punish such crimes ngalnst the very
exlstence of the government the constitu-
tlon ordalned,

The senate spent some time during the
executive session discussing the proper
commities reference of the nomination of
Eugene Hendry, to be marshal for the tey-
ritory of Hawall. The nomination at first
was referred to the committee on Porto
Rico and Pacific Islands, of which Senntor
Foraker (s chalrman, but Senator Bacon
raised the point that Hawall Is a fall-
fledged territory of the United States and
that therefore the nomination should go te
the committes on territories. Benators Tel-
ler, Foraker, 8Spooner and BPacon enpaged
in the controversy which followad and the
question was ultimately on the suggestion
of Mr. Spooner referred to the committes
on rules, for the formulation of a rule goy-
ernlog the subject, the resolution meantime
being held up.

Mr, Penresa of Pennsylvania favorably
reported from the committes on education
and labor the bill continuing the industrial
commiassion until February 15 in order that
it may close up work now In hand, and
secured Immedinte consideration for the
measure. The bill wag passed

Duty on Immigranta,

Benator Penroge Introduced |n the seénate
a blll for the regulation of Immigration,
prepared by hlmself and the commissiohor
general of Immigration, which looks to a
general revislon of the laws upon this
question.  The measure provides for a
duty of $3 per head on all persons coming
into the Unlted States from forelgn coun-
tries, except those who are citizens of
this country or of Canada or Mexico, the
fund to be thus raised to be applied to the
payment of the expenses incldent to the
regulation of immigration. Te bl ex-
cludes all 1diots, paupers and persons lable
to become charges and those aMicted with
loathsome or contagious diseases. It pro-
hibite aseistance in the matter of passage
and provides heavy penalties for the Im-
portation of women for immoral purposes.
Bteamship companies are prohibited under
heavy penalty from advertising for forelgn
busineas.

The wenate confirmed the nomination of
Willlam Dudley Foulke of Indiana to be a
elvil gervice commissioner.

a place where government supervision s
necessary, How much (nterference should
be hnd in the question. When we attempt
this it will be necessary to Interfere with
labor organizations, and this is a very dell-
cate matter,

“Tho trusts have a dangerous power in
belng mnble to foree Independent manufac-
turers, loto. thelr organization, This' must
be curbed.

“State Interference amounts to nothing
We have an antl-trust law in Nebraska,
but it {8 fneffective so far at least, [ be-
lieve In an interstate commerce court,
modeled somewhat after the court of
olalms, We do not want a beneficient
tyranny.

“Those who advocate the destruction of
corporations are courting Industrial an-
archy. If American manufacturera are to
cope with those of forelgn countries they
must be allowed to use as much capital in
thelr buslness.

“Mr. Carnegle I8 aunthority for the state-
ment that while American goods are selling
freely In foreign countries, much fs belng
sold at cost or below, in order to unload
the surplus. 1If this were not done the fac-
torles would have to closs and the mines
shut down."

How Puhblicity Wonld Help.

Asked what benefclal results would ac-
¢rue from publleity he sald that publicity
would have a kimilar effect upon corpora-
tlons as upon banks. When the corporatign
incorporates it must show that the valug of
the holdings are equal to the capiinlization.
